Claims 1-18 and 20-21 are pending in the application. Claims 1 and 
20 are independent 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge that the application is in condition 
for allowance but for the use of "tg" and "atg" in the specification and claims. 

The Examiner is correct that "tg" represents "tangent", and "atg" 
represents "arctangent." The specification has been amended (without adding 
new matter) to clarify these meanings. Applicants respectfully submit that the 
person of ordinary skill in the art at the time would have recognized, as the 
Examiner has, the meanings of the terms "tg" and "atg." Support for this assertion 
may be found in the below defintion of "tangent" from:
